Mail Bids. Enclosed is a bid sheet for your convenience in sending your bids via the 
mail. Mail bids must be received by 12 noon on the final day of the auction to be elig- 
ible. We will use your bid sheet to enter bids for you up to and including your top bid 
for each particular item. If possible, we will secure the item for you at a price under 
your bid. For example, if you bid $120 on an item and the next highest bid is $100 you 
will receive itfor $110. If you bid $120 and the next highest bid is $115 then you will 
be charged $120. Tie bids will be decided in favor of the earliest postmark. 


Telephone Bids. Bidders may telephone in on the final two days of the auction to 
learn the current high bids and enter higher bids if they wish. When bidding by tele- 
phone the previous high bid must be raised by a minimum of 10%. The auction closes at 
6:00 p.m. on 15 November 1978; however, in order to make certain that everyone has an op- 
portunity to place a bid we will continue to answer the telephone after the closing time 
until fifteen (15) minutes pass without a call. Please do not ask questions about the 
items as calls must be kept short to let others get through. We have two separate tele- 
phone lines, so if you can't get through at first keep trying forit shouldn't take long. 


Bidders may limit their total expenditure by writing MAXIMUM EXPENDITURE $ and 
the amount they wish to spend at the top of the bid sheet. List your bids in the order 
or preference and we will execute them for you up to your maximum.

INTRODUCTION 


Welcome to the fourth issue of COLLECTORS SHOWCASE AUCTION CATALOGUE. You'll quickly 
notice some real changes in this issue. We have expanded witha new format which now en- 
compasses all of the collecting fields for which our store has been famous for over thir- 
teen years. Our unique offerings of original art are now joined with extensive and per- 
haps unparalleled collections of Golden Age comic books; rare Disney items; science fic- 
tion books and magazines; movie magazines, posters, scripts, and lobby cards; and other 
closely related areas. Nearly one thousand items in all, every one of whichis pictured, 


described, and accurately graded in one auction catalogue. 


Why an auction? Simply to allow collectors to bid for scarce items and thereby set 
prices which are based solely on supply and demand, the fundamental law of economics. 
Unrealistic prices quoted from a "price guide" do not determine an item's worth, even if 
some speculator was foolish enough to pay the price. Collectors' items are worth only 
what collectors are willing to pay on a regular basis, and this and forthcoming cata- : 
logues will allow you to add to your collection at prices set by yourselves in an open 
market. You willnot be charged the price listed in an expensive accumulation of guesses 
known as a "price guide". Instead, the winning bidder will pay only what the item is 


worth to him: the amount of his successful bid. 


Fifteen years ago when we first started to buy and sell comic books the field was vir- 
tually wide open, as only two others were then dealing in comics as a sideline. At that 
time the most expensive comic book was $10.00, the Comic Collector (now the Rocket's 
Blast - Comic Collector) was up to its second issue, and there weren't any comic book 
conventions. Although most items sold for under $5.00 many collectors complained about 
the high prices of comics, pulps, and movie posters. Still, they were buying along with 
the grumbling even as steadily increasing prices were forcing them to narrow their range 
of collecting interests. Today's prices are astronomical in comparison. The result has 
been to force many old-line collectors to either drastically limit their new acquisitions 
or abandon their hobby altogether. We hope that these auctions will restore life to a 


market which has frozen out many collectors with high prices and lack of desirable items. 


We would appreciate very much receiving any suggestions you might have regarding ways 
in which we can improve the auction and items you would like to see offered. A number of 
pieces in this catalogue are on consignment from collectors, and if you have any pieces 
which you would like to have included in our next auction please contact us. Thank you 


very much for your interest and support. 
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CONDITION AND GRADING 


All items offered in the catalogue are fully described and assigned a "term of condi- 
tion" as follows: 


MINT: brand new regardless of age; no defects of any kind 


FINE: as close to mint as possible with only the slightest wear or the most minor of 
defects 


VERY GOOD: tight copy with some signs of wear; minor markings or discolorations but no 
major defacements | 


FAIR: beginning to look ragged but complete except for possibly the back cover; requir- 
ingor having tape repairs; damaged by the elements but fairly sound and legible; 
may be desirable for the rarest of items 


POOR: heavily damaged; weathered; soiled with missing pages; suitable only as a read- 
ing copy or as filler until something better comes along. 


In addition to the above grading terms, any defects (brittleness, rolled spine, tears, 
tape, markings, etc.) in the item will be noted. The same high grading standards to 
which we have adhered for nearly twenty years remain in effect. We have not fallen prey 
to the general decline in standards or unnecessary proliferation of grading terms so pre- 
valent today. We never overgrade an item; undergrading, which benefits the purchaser, 
has been and will continue to be our policy. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR BIDDING 


1. Read and follow the Auction Bidding Rules carefully. These rules will be strictly 
: adhered to and define your obligation when you submit bids. 


2. Mail your bid sheet as early as possible. 


3. Please keep your bid sheet neat and clearly legible, and check it carefully. You 
are responsible for all bids submitted on your bid sheet. 


4. Be prepared to pay in full for all items for which your bids are successful. Do not 
bid more than you are willing to pay. Invoices are due seven days after receipt. 


5. Be sure to sign your bid sheet. 


6. Include a self - addressed, stamped envelope and your telephone number with your bid 
sheet in case we must contact you regarding your bids. 


7. If you wish to limit your total expenditure, write MAXIMUM EXPENDITURE $ and 
the amount you wish to spend at the top of the bid sheet. List the items and your 
bids in your order of preference, and we will enter your bids for you, purchasing 
items until your maximum is reached. 


8. Submit your bids in’ whole dollar amounts for any bid over $10.00. 


9. You may pay for your lots with MasterCharge, Visa or BankAmericard, but a small ser- 
vice charge will be added to the total due as detailed in the Auction Bidding Rules. 


10. Items may be inspected at our business address during regular hours on the days given 
in the Auction Bidding Rules. If you can stop by we will be happy to show you any 
items which interest you. 


11. If you plan to telephone in on the final two days of the auction to check current 
high bids we suggest that you decide how much more you are willing to bid before you 
call just in case someone has bid above you.

On this and the following eight pages we present a series of seventeen paintings (designated "A" through "Q") by eight 
artists commissioned exclusively for sale through this auction. For the past two years we have endeavored to contact the 
same artists who created the original covers and stories for the comic books of the 1940's and 1950's and encourage them 
to re-create their best cover art in new, original paintings. 


All paintings are original full color re-creations of the comic book covers these artists drew for Fawcett, Quality, 
DC, Fox and E.C. Publications more than 20 years ago. The new paintings are unpublished except for the limited purpose of 
this catalogue. The characters illustrated are copyrighted, and the art may not be reproduced. In the description of 
each piece we have not included value estimates, for with such unique items they would be little more than guesses. For 
example, in our previous offerings, the prices realized for similar paintings by Alex Schomburg, C. C. Beck, Paul Reinman, 
Frederic Ray, Creig Flessel, and Dan Zolnerowich ranged from $300 to $2,000.

C. Beck of his cover illustrating the Whiz Comics #51 (February 1944) story in which Captain Marvel fights an evil 
magician whose ugly daughter steps through the Doorway to Beauty, accompanying the painting is a letter from the 
artist relating his creation of the art and his work at Fawcett, mint condition

C.C. BECK 


C. C. Beck...the name is virtually synonymous with Captain Marvel. Born in Zumbrota, Minnesota, Charles Clarence Beck 
attended art schools in Chicago and Milwaukee before joining the staff at Fawcett Publications in 1934. When, in 1939, 
Fawcett decided to enter the burgeoning comic book field, they assigned him to illustrate the stories for their new super- 
heroes Captain Marvel, Spy Smasher, and Ibis the Invincible in the first issue of WHIZ COMICS. 


With art by C. C. Beck and stories by Bill Parker, Captain Marvel was an instant success. Within only a short period 
of time he was appearing in WHIZ, CAPTAIN MARVEL, and THE MARVEL FAMILY among others and had spawned a host of spin-off 
characters. C. C. drew virtually all of the Captain Marvel covers and stories including his epic battles with Mr. Mind, 
Spy Smasher, and Sivana. He both wrote and drew only one tale — CAPTAIN MARVEL AND THE MAYAN TEMPLE — which appeared in 
WHIZ #22, the cover of which is re-created in the painting shown on the previous page. His talent was devoted to illus- 
trating the adventures of the World's Mightiest Mortal in a comic strip style inspired by adventure strips like TIM TYLER 
and CAPTAIN EASY and which followed the basic rules of composition, perspective, and anatomy. 


The Fawcett staff was composed of a group of young professional artists and writers who blended their talents to create 
some of the best comic book features of the 1940's. When Fawcett discontinued their comic book line in 1953, C. C. moved 
to Florida and has worked there as a free lance commercial artist. He is perhaps the best known of the Golden Age ar- 
tists, for he has attended many comic book conventions and generally made himself accessible to fans and collectors. Al- 
though twenty-five years have passed since the end of his 13- year career as artist for Fawcett's Captain Marvel, C. C. is 
still very much at home with his subject. It is a distinct pleasure to offer these superb paintings by C. C. Beck, the 
original artist of Captain Marvel in his days of glory. 


(D) EDD ASHE, Big Three #2, Full Color Painting, mixed media on illustration board, 1978, 16" x 20", artist Edd Ashe's new 
painting re-creates his original cover for Big Three #2 (Winter 1941) which features the three stars of the Fox

EDD ASHE 


Born in Norwalk, Connecticut in 1908, Edd Ashe completed his education at the Carnegie Institute of Technology and did 
his first art for the comic books with the Harry Chesler Shop in New York City in 1939. Working alongside Charles Biro, 
Jack Cole, and Fred Guardineer he helped produce all of the original titles for the new publisher MLJ, creating detailed, 
dramatic covers for TOP-NOTCH COMICS and illustrating the adventures of The Wizard, Rang-A-Tang, and Mr. Satan. 


When many of the Chesler Shop artists left to work exclusively for MLJ in 1940, Edd began to free lance and worked for 
a number of publishers throughout the decade and into the early 1950's. For editor Al Harvey at Fox Publications he drew 
several covers and stories featuring their major super- heroes The Flame, Samson, and The Blue Beetle such as the second 
issue of BIG THREE which he has re-created in the painting shown above. Among others he illustrated the Human Torch for 
Timely, Don Winslow and Commando Yank for Fawcett, and various features for Hillman and Gleason. His last comic book work 
was done for the automotive and war comic books published by Charlton in the mid-1960's. 


Also, Edd has created interior art and occasional covers for various detective, western and mystery pulp magazines pub- 
lished by Popular Publications, Street and Smith, and Fiction House; handled Negro, Catholic and Canadian syndicated comic 
strips; and his commercial art work includes film strips, murals, advertisements, and magazine illustration. Presently he 
is involved in a twelve year project creating a series of twelve paintings depicting the lost industries of New England 
(marble cutting, a steamboat line, regional railroad, etc.) which will hang in the historic Inn on Lake Waramaug which was 


originally built in the 18th century.

FREDERIC RAY 


Without any doubt the most popular comic book character of all time is Superman. A success from his first appearance 
in ACTION COMICS #1 (June 1938), Superman really hit stride from 1941 through 1943 when he faced such worthy opponents as 
Luthor, the Puzzler, as well as the vast forces of Germany and Japan. During this period appeared many of Superman's most 
dynamic’ covers, and the artist responsible for them was Frederic Ray. 


Joining the staff at DC in 1939 after attending the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts in Philadelphia, Fred Ray drew 
covers for SUPERMAN, ACTION, and WORLD'S FINEST COMICS plus the feature CONGO BILL. His Superman was a powerful, dynamic 
figure who was often posed symbolically as on the covers of WORLD'S BEST #1 and SUPERMAN #15. His covers were not merely 
enlarged story panels but were a summation of the comic book super-hero in a single illustration. Before being called for 
duty in World War II he produced thirty-one covers for DC: SUPERMAN #8 through #18, WORLD'S BEST/FINEST #1 through #5, and 
ACTION #34, 36 through #46, #48, #50, and #52. 


Fred Ray served in the Air Force during the war until late 1945 when he returned to DC to draw Tomahawk and stories for 
REAL FACT and OUR ARMY AT WAR. His career has ranged far beyond the comic book field, and he is currently art director 
for CIVIL WAR TIMES and AMERICAN HISTORY ILLUSTRATED, both magazines published by the National Historical Society. [In ad- 
dition he has authored two historical art books, designed medals for the Danbury Mint, produced and published a number of 
historical booklets, and painted magazine covers. 


Now, almost forty years after he first drew them for DC, Fred Ray has re-created three of Superman's best covers in the 
fine new paintings which reflect the brillance of the Golden Age of the Comic Books.

PAUL REINMAN 


In a career in comic art which has spanned more than three decades, Paul Reinman has worked for most of the major comic 
book publishers as a writer, penciller, inker and colorist. Coming to America from Germany in 1934, he began in the field 
with MLJ in 1940 where he drew a host of characters including Steel Sterling, the Wizard, and the Hangman. At Marvel from 
1951 until 1975 he worked on science fiction and horror stories as well as the Avengers, Silver Surfer, and Spider-Man to 
name only a few. His final project for Marvel was a full color mural measuring 19 feet by 36 feet depicting all of their 
super-heroes.

His best known work in the field appeared between 1944 and 1947 when he was the artist for DC's Green Lantern. In four 
years he illustrated over forty covers and even more stories featuring the Green Lantern and Doiby Dickles in ALL-AMERICAN, 
COMIC CAVALCADE, and GREEN LANTERN COMICS. It was during this period that the Golden Age Green Lantern battled his most 
infamous foe: the swamp creature Solomon Grundy. Paul also drew Starman, Flash and Hawkman among others at DC in the mid- 
1940's. 


In addition to his comic book work, Paul Reinman is an accomplished painter, illustrator and graphic designer. In 1950 
he drew the daily TARZAN comic strip and for one year taught comic book illustration at the School of Visual Arts in New 
York. In the commercial art field he has created album covers, posters and advertisements. His paintings have been shown 
in galleries and exhibitions, and in 1971 he won the Forbes Award for his watercolor "Along the East River." Now he has 
applied his multifaceted talent to these outstanding paintings which re-create two of his Green Lantern covers from the 
Golden Age of the Comic Books.

CREIG FLESSEL 


In 1936 Creig Flessel worked with publisher Malcolm Wheeler - Nicholson and editors Whitney Ellsworth and Vincent Sulli- 
van on the creation of the first comic books to feature original art and stories. In the years before the super - heroes 
became predominant, Creig illustrated humor and adventure covers and stories for ADVENTURE, MORE FUN and DETECTIVE COMICS. 
His most memorable comic book work started with the debut of the Sandman in ADVENTURE COMICS #40 (July 1939), the cover of 
which he has re-created in the fine painting offered above. 


Dressed in green suit, cape, and hat and equipped with only a gas gun and gas mask, the Sandman was a fascinating char- 
acter. Armed with his "strange gun which shoots a cloud of mysterious gas" he operated outside the law stalking master 
criminals and often turned his weapon on meddlesome policemen. His calling card was a handful of sand scattered near his 
unconscious victim. Creig Flessel drew all of the Sandman's ADVENTURE COMICS covers as well as a number of stories. 


The Sandman was Creig's last feature for DC, for in 1941 he went into commercial art and drew Sunday comic page adver- 
tisements. In the 1950's, he concentrated on text book illustration and magazine covers, then in 1960 he took over the 
DAVID CRANE comic strip for the next twelve years. In his varied career he has taught art at the School of Visual Arts in 
New York, and under the sponsorship of the National Cartoonist Society and the U.S.O. has traveled throughout the Far East 
creating cartoons for American servicemen. 


From the talented hands of one of the pioneers in comic book art have come these two original paintings. They are ex- 
quisite pieces possessing a jewel-like brillance like sunlight pouring through a stained glass window.

BILL WARD 


Bill Ward received his formal art training at the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn, and shortly after graduation in 1941 he 
began his career in comic book illustration with Jack Binder and Peter Riss drawing backgrounds in the stories they created 
for Fawcett and other publishers. Under the tutelage of Jack Binder he refined his natural talents, and as demand for more 
comic book stories grew and more artists were hired Bill was appointed to handle layouts and page breakdowns for all of 
the stories the shop produced. 


In 1942, he left Binder to accept a position at Quality Comics recently vacated by Reed Crandall, who had been drafted. 
There he handled the art chores for Blackhawk drawing stories and the covers for MILITARY COMICS #29 and #30. But then in 
December 1942 he was called for duty in World War II and spent the duration stationed in America. Even so, he managed to 
do layouts for Wendell Crowley, editor at Fawcett, while on communications duty. And it was during this time that his 
most famous creation was born — first as Ack-Ack-Amy and later as Torchy herself for Army papers all over the world. 


After his discharge, Bill returned to Quality in 1945 to illustrate the Blackhawk feature in its own title for the next 
seven years. A year later, Bill sold publisher Busy Arnold on running Torchy as a back up feature in MODERN COMICS. The 
strip was very popular and appearing in DOLLMAN COMICS as well when in November 1949 it was decided to feature Torchy in 
her own title. However, the equally popular romance comic books required so much of Bill's attention that he was able to 
do only three of the six covers and a couple of lead stories. Nonetheless, his covers featuring the sexy and exciting 
Torchy, two of which he has re-created in these splendid new paintings, were finely detailed and composed. Unfortunately, 
TORCHY was canceled with the sixth issue due to Dr. Wertham's compaign against the supposed adverse effects of comic books 
on youngsters, and shortly thereafter Quality went out of business. 


From the early 1950's to the present Bill has worked on a free lance basis and created cartoons and illustrations for 
HUMORAMA, EROS, and SEX TO SEXTY featuring his streamlined beauties sparkling with sexual energy and endowed with breath- 
taking good looks. In addition, he has contributed extensively to CRACKED, innumerable men's magazines, and adult books. 
Lately he has appeared at a number of comic book conventions where he has been enthusiastically received by fans and col- 
lectors who remember his work well. The paintings offered here are proof that his talent and devotion to his work are 


worthy of the praise.

GEORGE EVANS 


George Evans' favorite subject has always been aviation, and his first professional work appeared in the air pulp maga- 
zines prior to World War II. During the war he served in the United States Air Force, and following his discharge in 1946 
he joined the staff at Fiction House. There he illustrated a number of features for the comic book line including LOST 
WORLDS for PLANET COMICS. When Fiction House disbanded its staff in 1949, George free lanced mostly for Fawcett doing 
CAPTAIN VIDEO, mystery, and romance stories. As Fawcett wound down their comic book production, Al Williamson led him to 
E.C. where he, like so many other fine artists, created his finest work in the field. 


At E.C., George Evans' work began to appear in late 1952 in the New Trend comic books. He specialized in the horror, 
war, and suspense titles, and his dramatically realistic style was perfectly suited to the tales he illustrated for CRIME 
SUSPENSTORIES, VAULT OF HORROR, CRYPT OF TERROR, TWO-FISTED TALES, SHOCK SUSPENSTORIES, and others. He was exceptionally 
adept at evoking a real-life atmosphere in his stories which were peopled by characters with remarkably genuine facial ex- 
pressions. In four years he produced twelve covers and over sixty stories, but it was not until the New Direction line 
was intorduced that he finally settled into his element. ACES HIGH was his book, and for its five issue run he drew the 
covers, wrote ali of the stories, and illustrated five of them as well. 


Leaving E.C. after the collapse of the Picto-Fiction experiment, George joined Alex Blum at CLASSICS ILLUSTRATED where 
he produced the art for ROMEO AND JULIET, LORD JIM, JULIUS CAESAR, and more. Beginning in 1960 and lasting until 1972 he 
ghosted George Wunder's TERRY AND THE PIRATES daily strips. Also, his work has appeared in various Gold Key (where he 
worked with Reed Crandall and Frank Frazetta) and DC comic books, Warren's CREEPY and EERIE, AIR PROGRESS and AIR TRAILS 
magazines, and elsewhere. George is presently occupied with ghosting a new comic strip, book illustrations, and painting. 
As a result of the latter activity we present this dramatic and superbly rendered painting of the cover that he originally 
created for CRIME SUSPENSTORIES #23 during his tenure with the brillant E.C. Comic Books of the 1940's.

WALLACE WOOD 


One of the best known and most accomplished artists in the comic field, Wallace Wood was born in 1927 and served in the 
U.S. Merchant Marine and Army paratroops during World War II. His formal art training took place at the Minneapolis School 
of Art and Burne Hogarth's School of Visual Arts. He broke into comic books in 1948 as a letterer and background man. By 
1952 he had fully developed as a senior staff artist at E.C. with a unique and original style all his own. 


At E.C. his speciality was the science fiction comic books although he did excellent work with the many horror, satire, 
war, and suspense tales which he illustrated. For WEIRD SCIENCE and WEIRD FANTASY he produced a series of brillant covers 
and stories with beautifully detailed art. To quote publisher William Gaines: "He was the dean of science fiction and 
most of the E.C. science fiction books have Wally as their number one man." A dedicated worker, he illustrated sixteen 
covers and over fifty stories for these two titles including three of the tales adapted from the fiction of Ray Bradbury. 


Wally has been almost as prolific as he is talented. In the years before and after his tenure at E.C., he has worked 
for a host of comic book publishers, drawn eight syndicated comic strips (mainly as a ghost), done virtually everything in 
the commercial art field (gum cards, murals, children's books, magazine illustrations, movie story boards, etc.), and pub- 
lished and edited WITZEND, a brillant short-lived magazine which featured his own creations as well as those of other ta- 
lented artists and writers. 

He retired from comic books this year to publish his own work. In his usual energetic fashion he has published five 
volumes collecting his SALLY FORTH and CANNON comic strips, established the "Friends of Odkin" and has numerous other pro- 
jects in the works. Thankfully, he also has found time to devote his artistic energy to these outstanding paintings which 
re-create two of his best science fiction comic book covers from his years at E.C.

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Almost from its inception the movie industry has maintained a standard format for theatre advertising which 
includes one - sheet posters (offered here and on the following page), lobby cards, and still photographs. The 
one - sheet poster is the showpiece and reached its peak of beauty in the teens, twenties, and thirties before 
radio and television began to command the lion's share of the advertising budget. The colors of the early 
posters are bright yet subtle, and the design is indicative of the enormous amount of time and care which went 
into the planning of each one. Posters such as Babes in the Woods and TheCold Deck belong in museums not only 
as works of art but also for the stunning color work possible only with the presses then in use. With only a 
few exceptions the one - sheet poster had fallen into disgrace by the fifties and sixties. And only recently 
has it begun to show originality of beauty and design and to emerge again as an art form in itself.

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Collectors Book Store... A Retrospective 


Established in 1965 when Leonard Brown and Malcolm Willits decided that they could 
beat the Cherokee Book Store gang at their own game, Collectors Book Store originally 
occupied a small three room building at 1717N. Wilcox Avenue in Hollywood, approximately 
one-half mile from the present location. The store's beginning was anything but auspic- 
ious, for on opening day the stock consisted of one-half of a file cabinet drawer of mo- 
vie still photographs and less than a single shelf of comic books. The first year Mal- 
colm continued in his job as a teacher of "busable" students at Washington High School 
while Leonard minded the store in order to satisfy his parole officer. Until 1968 they 
remained on Wilcox Avenue, and, driven by unquenchable greed, built the world's finest 
stock of Comic Books, Big Little Books, Science Fiction and Adventure Pulp Magazines, 
Motion Picture Still Photographs, Posters, and Lobby Cards — specializing only in items 
in fine or better condition. In the process these two sharks liberated cherished family 
treasures from widows, orphans, and mental defectives for the merest fractions of their 


real values. 


In 1968 came a nearly disastrous move into the new, general book business at the pre- 
sent location — a spacious former bank building complete with walk-in vault built in 
the 1920's at 6763 Hollywood Boulevard. This phase of long hours, shoplifting, belli- 
gerent customers, bad checks, and no profits lasted for five years. Still, the stock of 
collectors items remained the best in the country and actually expanded. The new books 
were dropped in 1973 and replaced with the addition of fanzines, new comic books, col- 
lectors items in all conditions, buttons and comic-related ephemera, and original art. 
The first COLLECTORS SHOWCASE catalogue was released in 1975 and this is the tenth to 
appear, expanded as it is toamail order auction including all of the areas in which the 
store specializes. The store's open hours are necessarily short because of the vast 
amount of work which must be done when closed: sorting, buying, perparing catalogues, 
and readying the stock so that customers can be separated from their cash in an expedi- 


tous manner. 


In thirteen years only one employee — Howard Lowery by name — has proven simple 
enough to work year after year at a top salary of $1.19 an hour without vacations for 
the honor of buying the owners' lunch every day with his own money. Concerning those 
owners, Malcolm Willits, born poor white trash, has lately managedto elevate his station 
in life such that passersby no longer shout "Shine, boy" or "paper, here" at him whenever 
he steps onto the street. Currently on extended vacation overseas while the firm's books 
are audited, he is often seen at the opera with close friend Steve ("I never worked a day 
in my life") Edrington where the two of them frequently disrupt performances by whist- 
ling along with the music. Unfortunately, Leonard Brown's life has been all downhill in 
recent years. Born into a well-to-do family of gamblers and loan-sharks, he wasted his 
youth in late night revelry. Presently almost completely bald and his body wracked with 
pain, he is confined to a motorized wheelchair and spends his spare time lurking about 


schoolyards where he and companion James Hubler cater to the needs of the young.
